Buſineſs and Commerce, is grievouſly felt and uni- 
verſally deplored by Craftſmen and Dealers. The 


Kingdom is, thereby, actually deprived of all the

duce. By the Numbers unemployed, who yet muſt 
be ſupported, the national Gains diminiſh, and the 
national Expences encreaſe.

Years ago. 


It muſt be confeſſed, however, that Zygland did 
not run, purpoſely, into Debt, with any Scheme or 
Expectation of growing richer thereby. This was 
owing'to a Chain of happy Neceſſities. Her Govern- 
ment was free and legal, and bottomed on the broad 
Baſe of the Revolution- Settlement. The Knowledge 
of her Eſtabliſhment gave her Credit, at home, and 
abroad. She made Uſe of this Credit. She bor- 
rowed vaſt Sutns, from time to time. Great Patt was 
expended abroad, in the Maintenance of foreign 
ops a che Support of foreign Allies. But; great 


Pert, alſo, was expended at home, in building and 


victualling Fleets, in mounting and cloathing the 
Troops, and in other Exigiencies. In borrowing the 
ſaid Sums, from time to time, She drew forth the 
Treaſures, that had ſtagnated in the Coffers of pti- 
vate Subjects, and poured them out into the Chan- 
nels and Veins of the Public. This employed more 
Hands, recruited the weak and declining Branches of 
Manufactures, excited new Arts, encreaſed old Pro- 
ducts, and gave freſh Action, Vigour, and Strength 
to the Whole Conſtitutioh.—— But this is not All. 
—— England, in giving National-Security to her Cre- 
ditors, -ilſtied out her Paper-Securities for the Debts 
She had contracted.

On the Suppaſition that All, to whom England is 
indebted, ſhould inſtantly cancel their Paper-Credits 
I ſhall not be over curious to diſpute, or obſtinate to 
affirm that England would be a Loſer by ſuch a Gift. 


Biſhop Berkley, it is true, one of the worthieſt and 
wiſeſt of the human Species, was, evidently of this 
Opinion. And, it muſt be allowed, that, ſuppoſing 
ſuch a vaſt Quantity of the Medium of Engliſb- Credit 
ſhould be inſtantly withdrawn, the Buſineſs and the 
Trade, that was formerly extended and circulated 
thereby, muſt inevitably ſhrink and languiſh, till, by 
new . Credits, ariſing from new Debts, or, by ſome 
other Medium of political Money, the forſaken Chan- 
nels of Trade and Buſineſs ſhould again be refreſhed 
and ſupplied. 


I have, now, ſhewn, and demonſtrated, and, a- 
gain proved, and repeated, that he Produtts of Art 


and Induftry, alone, conſtitute the true and eſſential

cite the ſaid Induſtry, or advance the ſaid Art, is a va- 
luable Means or Medium of the ſaid national Wealth. 
That the Medium of Metals, confidered as Money, was, 
originally, of political Inflitution, for this Purpyſe. That 
any Medium, of equal Uſe, merely confidered as 4 Medi- 
um, 1s equally valuable. That, without ſome ſuch Me- 
dium, for the Incitement of Induſtry and Circulation of 


Commerce, all Buſineſs and Manufatlures muſt flagnate 
and decay. That, ina greater or eſs Stagnation and Der 
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ry. of Buſineſs and Manufatlures, a Nation muſt be pro- 
2 to Want or Beggary. That, it 1s, 
therefore, the Office, and the Duty, of the Legiſlature of 
ſuch a Nation, in defect of one kind of Medium, to fi 
Aitute another. That the Introduction, however, of a 
Medium unknown, might be attended with Danger, and 
Incertainty of Succeſs. That true Wiſdom, on ſuch an 
Occaſion, will take the Rule and the Example from Pre- 
cedent and confirmed Experience. That the requifite Rule 
and Example hath been given, by the long tried and never 
failing Practice of England. That England, by bor- 
rowing Money, hath ſupplied the Wants and encreaſed 
the Wealth of her People. And, by minting, as I may 
ſay, ber very Debts into Currency, hath derived new Ac- 
ceſſions of Profit, Power, and Glory. What then ſpall
